'1 here probably will be a good vit al of public support 
for Secretary Morgenthau’s suggestion that federal, state 
and municipal securities be subjected to taxation. 
It w on’t be an easy program to work out, to be sure. It 
Is probably that a constitutional amendment will be nec­ 
essary. 
The question whether such taxation would 
make it 
more difficult for states, cities, and the federal govern­ 
ment to float their bonds will need the most careful kind 
of study.
